Mrs.  Wm.  H.  Calkins 

An  Inspiration  ta  her  Family  and  Friends 

Harriet  Holton  Calkins,  who  died  January 
4,  1927,  at  Tacoma,  Washington,  was  the 
widow  of  Major  Wm.  H.  Calkins,  prominent 
Republican  leader  in  Indiana  for  many  years 
following  the  Civil  War,  repeatedly  elected 
to  Congress  from  LaPorte,  and  appointed 
judge  of  Washington  Territory,  by  President 
Harrison,  in  1889.  Mrs.  Calkins  was  the 
daughter  of  William  and  Lucy  Shipley  Hol- 
ton, originally  from  Maysville,  Ky.,  who 
moved  to  Rushville,  Ind.,  where  Harriet  was 
born  Dec.  2,  1841  and  moving  later  to  Ox- 
ford, Ind.,  where  she  was  married  during  the 

.,war  to  Major  Calkins  of  the  13th  Indiana 

•  Cavalry. 

At  the  close  of  the  war,  or  as  soon  as  the 
young  officer  recovered  from  the  serious  con- 
sequences of  successive  confinements  in 
Libby  and  Andersonville  prisons,  they  settled 
in  Valparaiso,  where  Major  Calkins  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar,  and  soon,  as  city  attorney 
began  his  long  and  influential  career  in  In- 
diana politics,  serving  his  party  for  many 
years  as  Congressman,  where  Mrs.  Calkins, 
by  her  strong  character  and  many  social 
graces,  ably  assisted  him  to  a  position  of 
commanding  influence  in  Republican  circles 
in  Washington. 

Inspired  by  the  deeply  religious  convictions 
of  her  parents,  who  were  devoted  to  the 
work  of  the  Disciples  of  Christ,  in  her  early 
girlhood,  she  joined  the  Christian  Church  at 
Oxford,  Ind.,  and  continued  actively  in 
church  work  wherever  her  home  was  made 
until  advancing  years  prevented  church  at- 
tendance in  person,  under  which  circum- 
stances and  in  common  with  many  "shut- 
ins,"  she  found  her  greatest  delight  in  the 
modern  radio  church  service.  With  her 
sterling  character,  uncompromising  truthful- 
ness and  deep  convictions,  it  was  almost  lit- 
erally true  that  she  wanted  "No  book  but 
the  Bible,"  which  was  her  daily  comfort  and 
an  influence  which  was  an  inspiration  to 
her  family  and  friends. 

Her  last  illness  was  a  beautiful  confirma- 
tion of  her  faith — a  quiet  slipping  away  to 
be  with  those  dear  ones  whom  she  felt  sure 
were  anxiously  waiting  her  coming — she 
calmy  arranged  all  details  of  her  funeral 
service  with  Brother'  Paul  Reagor  pastor 
of  First  Christian  Church  of  Tacoma,  of 
which  she  had  been  a  member  for  nearly 
forty  years. 

She  is  survived  by  two  children :  D.  D. 
Calkins,  Tacoma,  and  Lucy  C.  Hilton,  Seat- 
tle, Washington.  Burial  was  at  family  plot 
at  Tacoma  Cemetery.

Dear  Sir: 

It  has  been  about  two  months  since  I  received  your  val- 
uable letter  concerning  the  Shipley  ancestry. 

There  was  a  Miss  Alberta  Kate  Shipley  who  lived  in  east- 
ern Tenn.   and  who  was  a  cousin  to  Abraham  Lincoln  and  also 
a  relative  of  Daniel  Boone.   She  went  to  New  York  City  when 
they  were  planning  for  the  Lincoln  centenary  in  1909.  She 
had  a  Mountaineer ' 3  Gvn,  six  feet  long,  and  a  Goon  skin  cap, 
a  Daniel  Boone  Cap^which  she  took  along.  She  called  upon 
the  Mayor  and  told,,  him  they  were  celebrating  Lincoln  every- 
where  and  that  she^ more  and  better  material  for  a  Lincoln 
talk  than  any  one  in  New  York.   The  Mayor  sent  her  to  the  City 
Recorder  and  there  she  succeeded  in  getting  a  hearing  and  fi- 
nally became  a  lecturer  for  the  Board  of  Education  of  N.Y. 
City,  and  was  still  lecturing  in  1914.  I  do  not  know  just  how 
to  get  in  touch  with  her,  if  she  is  still  living,  but  have 
been  trying  to  do  so.   I  wrote  to  a  Tenn.  paper  in  Eastern  Tenn. , 
but  received  no  reply.  The  address  given  on  the  circular  I 
have  is  29  Temple  Place,  Boston,  Mass.  but  being  so  long  ago 
I  have  not  written  there.  This  circular  was  written  by  Haryot 
Holt  Dey,  Pres.   Women's  Press  Club,  New  York  City,  N.  Y. 
She^  was  in  "£he  headquarters  building  of  the  National  Education^- 
al  Association  and  had  a  table  in  the  Peace  Room  of  the  oli-^ 
Art  Museum.   She  was  an  active  worker  in  the  American  School 
Peace  League.  This  was  a  press  notice  in  the  Christian  Science 
Monitor. ,  Of  course  if  she  still  lives  she  may  be  married  and 
living  in  another  state,  but  if  you  could  write  on  your  letter 
head,  you  might  get  more  consideration  and  be  able  to  get  some 
information.   I  wrote  to  the  Jonesboro  Herald,  Jonesboro,  Tenn. 
and  asked  them  to  give  my  letter  to  some  of  her  relatives  there 
and  they  may  have  done  so  but  I  never  received  any  reply.  Miss 
Berta  was  a  daughter  of  Dr.  E.  S.  Shipley,  and  I  suppose  he 
lived  at  Jonesboro,  Tenn.  Our  Shipleys  came  from  Virginia  and 
somewhere  north  of  the  place  where  she  lived;  some  of  the  Ship- 


leys  went  into  Tenn.  and  some  went  west  to  Kentucky.  Our  people 
came  to  Ky.  and  settled  at  an  early  date.  They  were  interested 
in  Salt  mines  when  in  Va.  and  I  learned  in  Ky.  that  some  of  them 
bored  wells  in  Ky.  and  found  what  they  pronounced  as  good  salt 
water  as  they  had  ever  seen,  but  some  wanted  to  go  deeper,  and 
they  decided  to  do  so,  and  struck  something  that  spoiled  it. 
I  can  go  back  to  Samuel  and  Violet  Shipley,  and  from  what  I  get 
I  think  Samuel  was  born  about  1735  or  perhaps  a  little  later,  but 
what  I  want  to  get  at  is  whose  son  he  was.  I  think  he  may  have 
been  born  in  the  old  country  and  came  here  with  his  parents  when 
he  was  a  child.  They  first  came  to  Md.  and  Penn.   and  there  were 
three  brothers;   I  do  not  know  whether  Samuel  was  a  son  of  William 
or  a  son  of  Richard  Shipley,  but  if  I  could  go  to  Virginia,  I  cer- 
tainly would  look  into  the  records  of  some  of  the  old  court  houses 
there,  in  the  Will  books,  the  birth  records,  Marriage  books  and 
on  the  tomb  stones  in  some  old  cemeteries.  I  would  look  too,  near 
Baltimore.  I  too,  wonder  if  any  of  the  Steam  Ship  Companies  keep 
the  old  records.   I  think  the  brother  from  which  our  folks  came, 
went  from  Eng.  to  Wales,  and  sailed  from  Cardiff,  early  in  the 
17th  century  or  before  the  middle  some  time.   I  still  have  a  part 
of  a  pestle  that  belonged  to  a  coffee  mortar  that  they  brought  to 
this  country.  Cousin  Allilee  King  near  Maysville  has  an  old  bible 
that  has  some  records  in,  but  I  could  not  get  that  far  while  in 
there.   Then  another  cousin  has  some  old  bibles  and  her  brother, 
Mr.  William  Booton,  of  Maysville,  Ky.  told  me  when  I  was  there  that 
he  would  get  them  for  me  and  he  would  get  her  to  copy  the  names  and 
dates  from  off  the  Tomb  Stones  in  the  old  Shipley  Cemetery  that  is 
mear  her  house,  but  he  forgets  as  soon  as  I  come  away.   I  do  want 
so  much  to  get  in  there  and  go  all  around  and  get  things  for  myself. 
The  John  Shipley  you  mentioned  in  the  paper  you  got  while  at  Mays- 
ville, was  a  bachelor,  grandfather's  brother,  and  it  was  he  who  saved 
the  old  cemetery  for  the  Shipleys  forever.  The  deed  should  be  on  the 
records  in  Maysville.  I  shall  be  glad  to  receive  any  information  you 
can  give  me  concerning  the  Shipley  history,  and  I  will  be  glad  to 
give  you  any  thing  I  get  that  will  interest  you.   A  Mr.   Frank  C.  Ship- 
ley, who  gets  up  Directories  for  the  Western  Coast  Cities,   for  the 
Reuben  H.   Donnelley  Corp.  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  is  also  working  on 
the  Shipley  History  and  of  different  branches.  His  prese  nt  address 
is  #2313  S,  Hope  St.,  Los  Angeles,  Calif.  He  goes  from  one  city  to 
another.   I  trust  I  may  hear  from  you  again  on  this  subject, and  that 
we  may  be  able  to  go  to  the  begining  of  it.

It  is  true  the  Shipley  family  which  I  knew  in  Mason 
County,  Kentucky,  were  farmers  but  as  I  hare  done  very  little 
research  work  on  that  particular  line  of  the  Shipleys,  I  could 
not  go  further  in  describing  characteristics  of  these  people. 

I  do  know  that  when  in  Maryland  two  years  ago  I  met 
a  Dr.  Shipley  at  Johns  Hopkins  Unirersity  who  is  a  famous  surgeon 
there,  a  descendant  of  the  Maryland  Shipleys. 

If  it  is -possible  to  learn  anything  further  of  the 
Mason  County,  Kentucky,  Shipleys  I  will  be  yery  glad  to  inform  you.
